Chiefs of police in cities of 5,000 or 
more arc registrars for those Oerm;m 
aliens living within the city limits, 
and postmasters of offices thru which 
the alien enemy gels his mail are reg- 
istrars in all other areas. The general 
idea is that the German alien enemies 
are not supposed to move about, free- 
ly from place lo place, and registra- 
tion officers arc not expected to give 
permission for change of residoncu 
unless very good 
a.nd substantial 


reasons exist for the change. Regis- 
tration officers are supposed to know 
where each of the registrants con- 
nected with their offices are at all 
times. Aliens leaving their home dls- 
trliots and going t.o larger cities are 
likely to find themselves in phohibh- 
cd nre.:is without area permits, and 
if so found will bo immediately ar- 
rested, 


Any violation of the regulation 


will subject the offender to summary 
arrest and subsequent Internment,

CHANGE HIS RESIDEXCK 


A German alien changing his place 


of residence to another place wi.hin 
the same registration district shall 
immediately report such change to 
the registration officer of the rogis- 
trtation district and present to regis- 
tration officer his registration card 
for the purpose of having endorse.. 
thereon by such registration ofllcur 
the change of residence. A German 
alien enemy who desires to chuiii,-- 
his place of residence to a. place ot 
residence within another registration 
district, must obtain a permit. Such 
German alien enemy must present 
himseJf to the registration oflicer ot 
the district in which ho then resides 
and make application for the porm't 
on a form supplied by the registra- 
tion officer, and present his registra- 
tion card to the registration officer 
for tho purpose of having the permit 
of chanKC of residence, if granted, 
endorsed on the registration card. II 
the registration officer denies the ap- 
plication there may be an appeal un- 
der certain circumstances set forth in 
Article XIII, Paragraph 3, of the 
General Regulations, to the Lnitptl 
States Marshal of tho judicial dis- 
trtict for final action. 


German -alien enemies will readily 


^..dcrstand who is meant by "regis- 
tration ofliccr." They arc the eflicors 
who issued the 
registration 
cards. 


Chiefs of police in cities of 5,000 or 
more are registrars for those German 
aliens living within the city limits, 
and postmasters of offices thru which 
the alien enemy gets his mail are reg- 
istrars in all other areas. The gencril 
idea is that the German alien enemies 
are not supposed to move about free- 
ly from place to place, and registra- 
tion oflicers are not expected to Rive 
permission for change of residence 
unless very good 
and 
substantial 


reasons exist for the change. Regis- 
tration officers are supposed to know 
where each of the registrants con- 
nected with their offices are at all 
times. Aliens leaving their home d.s- 
trticts and going to larger cities are 
likely to find themselves In phohibn- 
ed areas without area permits, and 
if so found will be immediately ar- 
rested. 
Any violation of the regulation 


will subject the offender to summary 
arrest and subsequent internment.

NATION STILL NEEDS GREAT POULTRY INCREASES 
* 


Poultry production should be increased greatly, according to the 


department of agriculture's 1918 agricultural production program, espe- 
cially in back yards and on farms where waste material is available and 
the purchase of expensive grains and other material is not required. 


Increased poultry production may be obtained most economically, 


according to the federal experts, by early hatching, by confining mother 
liens at least ten days after the chicles are hatched, by reducing losses 
on account of rate, weasels, and thieves, and cold, damp conditions, by 
thorough sanitation, by discouraging the marketing: of early-hatched 
pullets as broilers, by eliminating non-producing hens and keeping good 
layers thrpugh at least two luyliig seasons, and by the poultrymun rais- 
ing his own feed as far as possible.

The largest of these 
egg farms and the greater number of 
them are located near markets which 
pay a premium for white eggs; and 
for this reason, together with the fact 
that eggs are primarily desired, the 
breeds kept are those known as the 
egg breeds, such as Leghorn, Cam- 
pine, Minorca and Ancona.

War kitchens must bo efficient. Com- 


venlences will help make them so. 


A home-made sponge box or bread 


raiser will help make the bread bet- 
ter. 
It enables the housekeeper to 


keep her sponge or dough at the right 
temperature so that it will rise in less 
time. 
A sponge box or bread-raiser, 


therefore, takes much of the uncer- 
tainty out of breud-baklng. It can be 
made from an ordinary dry 
goods 


packing box. 


Placing the Shelves. 


A box 2G by 20 by 20 inches Is a 


convenient size. About 10 inches from 
the bottom of the box a shelf made of 
slats or strips of wood rests on cleats 
fastened to the sides of the box. A 
second shelf is placed four Inches 
above; the lower one. The shelves can 
be removed when cleaning the box. 
Below the lower shelf a sheet of gal- 
vanized iron slightly wider than the 
shelf is inserted. It is curved in or- 
der to make it slip in and stay in phicc 
securely. This prevents scorching of 
the lower shelf when a lamp Is placed 
below, and also helps to distribute the 
heat more evenly. The door is hinged 
=ind fastened with a thumb-latch or 
hook and staple. 


Several small holes are bored in the 


lower and upper parts of the sides and 
In the top of the box to promote cir- 
culation of air. 
A cork which has 


been bored through the center to ad- 
mit a straight thermometer is Inserted 
in one of the holes in the top of the 
box. A Fahrenheit chemical thermom- 
eter that registers as high as 100 de- 
grees can be used. Such a thermome- 
ter may be ordered through a hard- 
ware dealer or directly from an Instru- 
ment dealer. 


Make Safe From Fire. 


To avoid all danger of fire, the box 


should be lined with asbestos or tin 
when a kerosene lamp is used for 
neating the box. If an electric light 
is used, the lining Is not necessary. A 
16-cnndlepower light will heat the box 
nicely. A small and Inexpensive night 
lamp" is placed In the bottom of the 
box nnd n shallow pan of water is 
placed on the lower shelf so, that the 
air in the box will be kept moist. 


The bowl of sponge or pans of dough 


are placed on tho upper shelf. 
The 


temperature of the box should be 


kept as near SO degrees Fahrenheit as 
possible (SO to 88 degrees Fahrenheit) 
when brand Is belny i-mdi? in the quick 
way. If a sponge is set overnight G5 
to 70 degrees Fahrenheit is the better 
temperature until the dough Is made 
in the morning, after which the tem- 
perature may be Increased to SO de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The temperature in 
the box may be varied by raising or 
lowering the flame of the lamp or by 
using warm or eold water In the shal- 
low pan.

cooked, so that there is a tendency to 
separate, it should be strained before 
cooling. 


Oatmeal Cookies for Lunches, 


Oatmeal cookies, a toothsome and 


wholesome sweet for the school lunch, 
may be made of one egg, one-third cup- 
Ail granulated sugar, one cupful rolled 
oats, two teaspoonfnls melted fat, one- 
fourth ten spoonful salt. Bent the egg, 
ndd sugar gradually, and stir In other 
ingredients. 
Drop a spoonful at a 


time on a well-greased tin and bake 
in a moderate oven. 


Milk la Good at Meat 


If milk is 10 cents a quart It is as 


cheap a protein food as sirloin steak 
at 22.9 cents a pound or eggs at 27.9 
cents a dozen.

SUGAR: PRODUCE MORE AND SUBSTITUTE, ADVISE SPE- 


CIALISTS. 


Satisfactory substitutes for sugar may be used to a much larger ex- 


tent, says a paragraph in the department of agriculture's agricultural 
production program for 1018, which will be of interest to the housewife. 
While urging maintenance of the acreage of flugnr cane and sugar 
beets and increases where these crops are well established or are nec- 
essary to sound agricultural practice, the program1 states that nn ex- 
tensive increase in 1918 is not possible because of the time required 
(o grow seed cane stock and because of the limited amount of beet 
seed available. 


The larger .use of sorghum, corn and cane sirup, maple sugar and 


sirup, and honey is urged. The maple sirup and sugar production can 
nnd should be increased in those areas in which maple trees aro grow- 
ing in sufficient numbers to warrant the expenditure of the necessary 
time nnd labor. 
Maple sirup nnd sugar are produced In 19 states, tho 


annual output exceeding 14,000,000 pounds of sugar and 4,000,000 gal- 
lons of sirup. Those figures can be Increased. The production of sor- 
ghum sirup in 1917 exceeded thnt in 1916 by nearly 4,000,000 gallons. 
Sorghum sirup may be produced In nearly every state In the Union, 
and an increased production of sorghum sirup will enable the public- 
still further to conserve the sugar supply in the most available form 
for transportation to our soldiers.

It was under his ad- 
ministration that tho workingman's 
compensation act was extended to all 
civil ciiployes of the government by a 
law that surpasses In scientific pro- 
visions and liberal compensation any 
law theretofore drafted and enacted.

'vcntlon that the child labor law was 
enacted, and the federal power used 
to emancipate children from indus- 
trial oppression, and thus accomplish 
tho most important measure of social 
justice.

given by specialists' who are familiar 
with the life cycles of this pest. The 
grubs were very destructive in the 
summer of 1915 and have been pass- 
ing thru the three successive stages, 
bringing them back to white grubs 
this spring. 
To lessen the damage from these 


pests farmers are advised to avoid 
planting corn, potatoes or other root 
crops on lands that were into grass-, 
small grains or timothy 
in 
1917. 


Land that was planted to corn and 
root crops last year and well, culti- 
vated will contain few grubs this 
sowing. 
The beetle prefer to lay 


tlieir eggs elsewhere. 
Clover, peas 


and beans, the experimenters

embedded was torn from the shore by 
a heavy gale In which Stofansson nnd 
his party or hunters nearly lost their 
lives. 
After a hopeless drift of four 


months the Knrluk was crushed In the 
ICQ oft' Herald Island on January 11, 
1914. 
There had boon time to remove 


most of tho supplies to the Ice, 
The 


company 
of (ho Knrluk which re- 


mained was divided into two compa- 
nies. 


Eleven of the number In all lost 


their llvos. The others succeeded in

Herald

Islnnd. 
Cnpt. Robert A. 


Bartlott, of Peary North pole fame, 
accompanied by an Eskimo, made a 
dash to the mainland and the follow- 
ing September brought the King and 
Wlngc to the rescue. 


Stofansson, unaware of tho tragedy 


In his wako, proceeded on his way 
after he had learned that the Karltik 
had drifted beyond his roach. 
The 


daring trip which he made to the 
north 
from 
Martin's Point demon- 


strated his solf-confidence mul hardi- 
hood. With'two companions, Storkun- 
ncn and Olo Aiulroson, he pressed on 
to try/his fate with the floes. .The en- 
tire resources of tho party consisted 
of one sled nnd a dog team with which 
they were conveying 1,800 pounds of 
supplies and baggage, two rifles and 
800 rounds of ammunition. 


Stcfansson literally put his theory 


of life to the proof, for he and his fol- 
lowers 
became Eskimo, dressed as 


such and subsisted for the most part 
on the moats which make that race so 
rotund and oily. Other explorers, ac- 


customed to the rnnny needs of civili- 
zation, have always looked forward 
with anxiety to the Idea that they 
might have to subsist on such primi- 
tive fare, but Stefansson and his two 
comrades welcomed the novel subsist- 
once methods In their unbroken jour- 
ney of 700 miles. 


Proceeding to the north and north- 


west from Prince Patrick island, Stef- 
ansaon discovered his lirst new land 
on June 15, 1015, In 78 degrees north 
latitude and 114 degrees west longi- 
tude. Ho surveyed this now territory 
to the eastward for 100 miles, and 
from observations made at a height 
of 2,000 foot estimated at that time 
that Uic newly discovered territory 
extended for at least 150 miles. It ap- 
parently touches the periphery of the 
area marked unknown. 


Tho party returned to a base camp 


at Cape Kellett ou Banks Land nnd, 
after having communicated Its discov- 
ery to the outside world, prepared to 
piish Us explorations further into the 
unknown realms of the North, 


More land was discovered, according 


to the latest advices, in June of the 
following year in approximately 80 de- 
grees north latitude aud 102 degrees 
west longitude. In August of tho same 
year additional land was seen In ap- 
proximately latitude 77 degrees north 
and 117 degrees west longitude. Those 
figures are only approximate and do 
not take into account the outline of 
the lands as they are likely soon to be 
set forth In the otllchil records of the 
Canadian government. 


That there Is a large land mass or 


n conglomeration of many Islands in 
the unmapped regions which have been 
the objective of Mr, Stefansson all 
these years there can be llttlo doubt. 
If thore wore not solid and well an- 
chored terra Hrma in those regions the 
scientists believe that the enormous 
glutting and choking of the straits and 
the channels of the Arctic could hardly 
occur. 
. 


The drift of various vessels, Indi- 


cates that there 
are impenetrable

on June 15, 1915, in 78 degrees north 
latitude and 114 degrees west longi-

He surveyed this new territory 


to the eastward for 100 miles, and 
from observations made at a height 
of 2000 feet estimated at that time 
that the newly discovered territory 
extended for at least 150 miles. It ap- 
parently touches the periphery of the 
area marked unknown. 


The party returned to a base camp 


at Cape Kellett on Banks Land and. 
after having communicated its dlscov- 


;• to the outside world, prepared to 
ery 
push its explorations further into the 
unknown realms of the North. , , 


More land was discovered, according 


to the latest advices, in June of the 
following year In approximately 80 de- 
crees north- latitude and 102 degrees 
west longitude. In August of the same 
year additional land was seen m ap- 
proximately latitude 77 degrees north 
and 117 degrees west longitude. These 
figures nre only approximate and do 
not take into account the outline of 
the lands as they are likely soon to be 
set forth in the official records of the 
Canadian government. 


That there Is a large land mass or 


n conglomeration of many islands in 
the unmapped regions which have been 
the objective of Mr. Stefansson all 
these years there can be little doubt. 
'If there were not solid and well an- 
chored terra flrma in those regions the 
scientists believe that the enormous 
glutting and choking of the straits and 
the channels of the Arctic could hardly 
occur. 
j' 
The drift of various vessels, indi- 


cates that there are impenetrable 
tracts of large area in the so-called un- 
explored region. Dr. Herbert J. Spm- 
den in the Scientific American not 
long ago discussed the extent of the 
uncharted polar basin as indicated by 
the drift of the vessels of explorers.

"practically completes the drift record 
from Point Barrow, in Alaska, to 
Spitzenberg Island, north of Norway

(Nicholas II Land) and the pole, 
passing over an area of deep ocean 
soundings. The De Long islands, near 
which the Jeannette sank, and the ill 
defined mass of Bennett Land, may 
mark the extreme extension toward 
the west of the supposed land of the 
Arctic oceau." 
As the work of exploration carried 


on by Mr. Stefansson Is official in 
character, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that niter the close of the Euro- 
pean war Canada will devote exten 
sive resources to further exploration 
based on what he has already ascer 
tained. 
Although the lignite deposits which 


Stefansson --reports finding are no' 
considered of commercial important 
at present, it may be that the re- 
searches of the explorer will open up a 
new region for development. His me- 
teorological and tidal observations ar 
bound to be of great service to navl 
gators.

FOR FISHERMAN 


The action of the -State Conserva- 


tion Commission, published below, Is 
of interest to 'all fishermen. In ad- 
dition to this. Game Warden Laning 
wishes to state that citizens of the 
state do not require a license for fish- 
ing with hook and -line in inland 
waters, as the law has not been 
changed in that matter. 
Chapter 128, laws of 1017, opened 


hook and line fishing in the state of 
Wisconsin ion May 1, 1017. 
This 


chapter also provides that this Com- 
mission may issue an order opening 
the season on tho same date, 1. e., 
May .1, 1918, if the conditions as to 
scarcity and high prices for food- 
stuffs prevail in 1018. 


Under date of March 1, 1918, this

sin may catch fish, except large and 
small mouth black bass, muskellungf.

1018, both inclusive, subject to the 
following restrictions: 


(a) The quantity of fish permitted 


to be no taken shall not exceed in any 
one d.ay ten pounds round, except 
that two fish of any weight above 
legal size may be so taken. 
(b) No fish taken under the pro- 


visions of this net shall be shipper!, 
sold, or caused to be shipped, sold or 
bartered. 


(c) No fish shall be taken by any 


method, by any means, or under any 
conditions, or of a length now pro- 
hibited by law for the taking, cap- 
turing, or killing of fish during the- 
open season therefor^ 


(d)

this act shall be punished In the 
manner now provided by law for lika 
offenses.
